Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The range used to describe the angle between the longitudinal axis of the motor 
and the miter axis is ambiguous. Does the range include an angle at 0 degrees or 180 degrees? 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hayashizaki et 
al (6,543,323), hereafter Hayashizaki. Hayashizaki discloses base 1; table 2; plane is the upper 
surface of the table 2; miter axis is the vertical axis about which table 2 rotates; saw assembly 14, 
11, 10, 12; motor 14; blade 1 1; arbor 10; upper blade guard 12; saw assembly pivotable in 
column 2, lines 57-59; pivot arm 5; bevel axis in column 2, lines 54-56; bevel axis collinear with

bolt 4; first fence assembly 3, 22, 24, 27; second fence assembly on the right side of the saw in 
figure 9 adjacent table 2; longitudinal axis of motor 14 perpendicular to axis of arbor shown in 
figure 2 and in column 3, lines 4-7; an angle in the range of 47 degrees and -90 degrees between 
the motor longitudinal axis and the miter axis is shown figure 2; fixed fence 3, 22; sliding fence 
24; lock mechanism 27; workpiece support assembly 25, 26; support portion 26. 



Applicant's arguments, see bottom of page 5 and page 6, filed 05/1 1/05, with respect to 
claims 25-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The non-final rejection of 12/16/04
